Nunjher nine of .Mnyor Lee's (juestions rends as follows: How can 
you^:oD8i8teQtly reduce tbe piice ot curreut per cent, to private cob* 
Pimera and refase any redaction to yoar largest oonsoroer, tbe City d 
. Maysville? 

We told you in Talks Numbers 14 aod 16 wby tbe rates to prirate 
coDsamers were reduced. 

In yesterday's Talk, we told you tbat we were under eontrtct to sip- 
ply the city with street lights at a deftnite rate — $7!i per lani]>, per year.' 

8tati8tica show tbis rate to be absolutely fair ana even low as coQk> 
pared to the rates prevailing in other cities of etiual or larger size. 

And the atrrloe supplied at tbis rate has given Maysville the repu- 
tation among men who know, of being one of tbe beet Ugbted dtiet, n* 
gardlesH of siae, in this part of the country. t^^^L, 

Now, in order to attain tbis reputation for tbe city and to lolMK 
demands put apon us by the city, it was necessary for us to invest thoo'^ 
sands of dollars in the city lighting system, not only on the original in- 
stallation, but on the frequent alterations that are necessary to nutintaiib 
tbe system in ita modern, up-to^ate condition. 

And this ayatepa is available for no other purpose. 

It is a system apart and we cannot use the circuit in tbe day-time 
to run motors and supply other commercial consamers. as we can abift 
what is known as tbe "day load" to other purposes at uiubt. 

No jnit minded person will deny tbnt we are entitled to a firir re- 
turn on our infeelment. 

Now, each' of tbe ti.G ampere lamps used by the city consumes 500 
watts an hour. The lamps are in service during 4,U0U hours a year. 
Therefore, the annual consumption per lamp is 2,000,000 watts, or 2,* 
000 kilowatts. At $75 per lamp, per year, tbia fignrea out ,0875 oenta 
per kilowatt, gross. 

For this .0875 cents per kilowatt, we are compelled to pay intereet 

on our investment, to take care of tbe heavy depreciation, wbieb caunot ' 
be divided among many consumers aa it ie on a commercial circuit; to trim 
and keep in repair all lamp s, to maintain the entire overhead system, to 
supply tbe current and to pay tajiea . ^ 

Therefore, when these charges, together witb tlu'. iiiaiiut'Hcturiugcost, 

are deducted from the price paid by the <»ty, you will rvadily appreciate 

that, while tbe city lightioa; contract is an asset, the value of which we 
do not undercHtirnntti or fail to appreciate, it is not so profitable as an 
uninformed j>ersou might imagine. 

An a matter of fact, tbe rate the city pays is, alt things considered, 
more tiian 60 per cent, lower than the lowest rate to private eonanmers. 

TliiB ia an exceedingly fair difference in tbe city's favor iQ eoiiaideratioit„ 
of ita being our largest consumer.
